I’ve lived in Bar Hill for 24 years. In the 
past we made our own entertainment with 
considerably fewer facilities than there are 
today, helped each other when needed and kept 
our children in order! Today’s parents don’t

| So long as they are not being a nuisance near 
| home. Seeing children skateboarding or using 


their bicycles in the Mall often makes me 
wonder if they have been taught to read. Some 
of them are lippy and rude. As for being seen 
outside the "Fox" at any hour of the evening, it 
was unheard of, as they were well aware it 
meant a stoppage of any privileges or a wallop 
across their backsides! 

I really believe that today’s children are 
given far too much (perhaps because both 
parents work and wish to compensate? Or its a 
wish to keep up with the so called Jones’s !) In 
my day if we mis-behaved we got short shrift 
from our parents. Our only entertainment was 
the radio, a book, or the cinema if our parents 
could afford it. I received two shillings a week 
pocket money on a Saturday morning and that 
was it until the following week.

Did we suffer when the local copper 
caught us scrumping? Of course we did, for a 
short while, from a clipped ear, but it was a 
lesson not to do it again. 

Caning has been dropped from schools, 
you’re not supposed to correct your children, 
National Service has been done away with, 
worse luck, as it taught discipline, awareness of 
others, plus working together and helping each 
other. It made men of them. Bring National
